They had about given 
up the chasé when Hull stegped before 
them last night at’8 o'clock. and he was 
arrested and taken to the police barracks. 

It was belicved the prisoner would deny 
his identity and give the officers further 
trouble, but he coolly admitted he had 
two wives, and taiked as if he Wouldn't 
mind having a half dozen more. 

While making his confession, Hull spoke 
of the Atlanta detectives: as if he had 
no very high regard for their sagacity. 
He said they were a ‘“‘darn slow lot.” 


On Bigamist’s Trail. 

Several days ago Chief Ball received a 
letter from New Milford, Conn., stating 
that Edward L. Hull, a bigamist. was 
coming to Atlanta, and requesting that he 
be caught and held. The chief at the 
same time received a photograph of the 
bigamist. Hull did not show up. 

Then there came another letter to Chief 
Ball, stating that Hull’s second wife, a 
bride of four weeks, had agreed to help 
catch hm. She had promised to follow 
him to Atlanta and to write when she 
would arrive.

Hurry Orders Sent to Admiral 
Dewey Yesterday,

San Juan, Porto Rico, December 19.—The 
United States cruiser Albany has been 
ordered to La Guayra. She wilt return 
here immediately from that port. This 
step is taken in accordance with orders 
by Secretary Moody transmitted through 
Admiral Dewey. 

The fact that there has been no change 
in the decision to send four battle ships 
to.Trinidad and a cruiser to Curacao is 
significant, ‘because it shows that, in the 
opinion of the ‘authorities, nothing has 
occurred to warrant a change. 

At the same time the presence of these 
formidable ships at Trinidad is expected 
to exert a salutary effect. Admiral Dewey 
has issued an order providing for the dis- 
integration of the fleet and directing the 
various groups to cruise in company un- 
der the senior officer present as long as 
the courses do not diverge. 

Washington, December 19.—The eéx- 
planation of the visit of the cruiser Al- 
bany to LaGuayra which is mace here is 
that she is to transport a naval officer 
to assist Minister Bowen in the discharge 
of numerous duties that suddenly have 
devolved on the minister. Several days 
ago Minister Bowen asked that some one 
be sent to assist him and an officer was 
detailed from the Marietta for the pur- 
pose temporarily. It was suggested to 
Admiral Dewey that he send a torpedo 


‘boat destroyer, or other vesse!, with a re- 


lief for the officer dispatched from the 
Marietta, the last named vessel not being 
able to spare an officer for a long, stay. 
The Albany being available it was de- 
cided to dispatch her, she being a fast 


cruiser. It'is stated that no significance 
attaches to the voyage of the Albany and 
that she will return to her proper station 
when the duty ts completed. 

It is Net An Ultimatum. 

Caracas, December.19.—The French note 
to Venezuela. has absolutely nothing of 
the character of an ultimatum, although 
its text is still unknown here, in conse- 
quence of delay in its transmission by 
cable. Therefore, Charge d’Affairs Qui- 
vereaux has not been-able to present it. 
Its terms are similar. to those of Bel- 
gium and Spain, asking for the most fa- 
vored nation treatment in the payment 
of claims. 

Parade at Quito. 

Guayaquil, Ecuador, December 19.— 
There was a large parade in the streets 
of Quito last night as a manifestation of 
sympathy with Venezuela. President Cas- 
tro has replied to President Plaza’s mes- 
sage as follows: 

“Profound gratitude toward the gov- 
ernment and noble@people of Ecuador. 
The national honor is saved, althougn the 
right-of force reigns.”’ 

Offering Their Services. 

Lima, Peru, December 19.—A number 
of officers here propose cabling their 
names to the president of Venezuela offer- 
ing their services in the case of the ‘situ- 
ation becoming more complicated. 


HUNTER MAKES 
HIS STATEMENT 


What He Said in His Defense 
on the Trial for Killing 
: Fitzgerald, 


New York, December 19.—A copy of the 
statement made before the court of third 
instance in Guatemala by W. G. Hunter, 
Jr., son of the United States minister to 
Guatemala, regarding the shooting of 
Willfam <A. Fitzgerald has been received 
here. Hunter says: 

“T l@ft the legation of the United States 
on the afternoon of Thursday, November 
20, 1902, in company with the Hon. James 
G. Bailey, secretary of legation, for my 
accustomed daily walk, and upon reach- 
ing the plaza de Armas, as usual, ‘at 
about 5 o’clock, we took a seat together, 
facing the music stand in front of the 
statue of Columbus. 

‘We had been seated there but a few 
minutes, engaged in conversation, when 
William <A. Fitzgerald, whose presence 
was unknown to me, and without a word 
being said or anything being done to pro- 
voke an assault, seized me by the coat 
collar with his left hand ahd with his 
right struck me a seyere blow under the 
left eye, which drew th blood; and while 
thus holding me firmly down on the seat, 
drew a revolver, which he snapped two 
or three times in my face. 

‘Recovering from the shock of this as- 
sault, which for a moment dazed mé, 
and the surprise at the presence of the 
assailant, whom I had not previously 
seen, I at once sprang with superhuman 
effort to my feet, thrust him from me, 
drew my revolver and shot the wonld-be 
assassin dead i§ self-defense, firing five 
shots, the contents of my weapon, in so 
doing. Immediately after the tragedy _I 
walked quietly a short distance away 
from the scene of the occurrence and 
surrendered +o the local authorities.

ANSWER OF GERMAN 
HOT VERY FAVORABLE 


Believed That Kaiser Will Prove 
Stumbling Block in Way of 
Settlement—Some Talk of 
Referring Trouble 
to The Hague. 


Washington, . December 19.—Secretary 
Hay has received partial responses from 
the government of Great Britain, Ger- 
many and Italy, respeéting the proposal 
to arbitrate the Veneguelan difficulties. 
Great Britain is favorable to arbitration 
with proper safeguards: Germany accepts 
arbitration in principle. but finds a mul- 
titude of small adjustments to be made 
before entering tinto the agreement; Ltaly, 
as the junior partner “of the allies. de- 
clares that she {s favorable ‘to arbitra- 
tion, but will be bound prebably by the 
action of the Senior partners. 

To secure these results, the American 
embassies at London, Berlin and Rome 
have been working energetically to carry 
out the instructions of Secretary Hay to 
ascertain how the proposal would be re- 
ceived. As far as England is concerned, 
the safeguards referred to are believed 
to relate to the question of guarantee, 
which is full of difficulties, 

In this connection some consideration is 
again being given to the feasibility of 
the assumption of responsibility for any 
award assessed against Venezuela by re- 
sponsible private agenctes, but the United 
States government is @etermined not to 
allow itself to be drawn into the position 
of a guarantor in this/case, for the pre- 
cedent, once established, might require the 
United States to bec®me .the financial 
backer of all South and Central America. 
However, if private ‘conterns can be in- 
duced to enter the field the United States 
government will do what it gan to reduce 
their risks. Bre ge X: Sir Michael 
Herbert, the “Britis Wassatior, and 
Senator Depew were in conference today, 
and it is suspected that this phase of the 
casé was touched upon, although no con- 
firmation can be had at this time. 

Germany Is Ugly. 

The German position presents the great- 
est diffculties, for not only does it involve 
a demand for apologies which are ex+ 
tremely repugnant to Venezuelans, but 
also presents so many points requiring 
adjustment that it is levident that many 
days, or perhaps weeks, must elapse be- 
fore that adjustment can be affected, and 
the case prepared for arbitration, And 
the danger of delay, in the face of a 
blockade which seriously cripgles neutral 
commerce and invites hostile collisions 
with the Venezuelans, carmot be over- 
estimated. The efforts of the Unted States, 
therefore, must be directed toward has- 
tening Germany’s action en the arbfitra- 
tion provosal., 

The Italian position is, of course; gf 
less concern than that of the other al- 
lies. The Italian ambassador here, in 
his intercourse with the state depart- 
ment, has been extremely moderate and 
considerate, giving Secretary Hay the 
impression that he is well disposed to 
second any effort of the United States 
to terminate the present dangerous sit- 


uation, 
The French government has served no- 


tice that without abating her claims. the’ 


payment for which have been arranged, 
she also claims the right to have the 
claims of French citizens which have 
arisen since the adjustment above spoken 
of, considered by the joint tribunal, which 
will adjust the Venezuelan debts on a 
basis of equality with those of the other 
nations. This contention is strongly re- 
sisted by some of the allied powers and 
is one of the points which is likely to lead 
to the consumption of much time and 
which must be disposed of before a final 
arrangement can be made to arbitrate the 
case. 
*" Cabinet Discusses Venezuela. 
Secretary Hay lIaid before the cabinet 


meeting today the latest phases of the 
Venezuelan situation. After a thorough 


discussion of the subject, the cabinet 
gave its unqualified approval to évery- 
thing that had been done by Secretary 
Hay and also-to his plans for the future, 
so far as they were outlined. It is gath- 
ered that the attitude of the United States 
is for the present a waiting one in the 
hope that the three allies will soon be 
able to agree upon the basis upon which 
they are willing to accept arbitration 
So far no notice of the projected block- 
ade, of Venezuela has been officially 
served on our government. 

Respecting the method of arbitration if 
it should come to that form of adjust- 
ment, it is noted that the feeling is grow- 
ing that The Hague tribunal should un- 
dertake the case. Mr. Bowen, it is re- 
ported, wishes to come to Washington in 
order personally to effect an adjustment 
with the resident embassadors of the al- 
lies, but while the state department 
makes no statement upon the point, it 
is believed that it does not regard this 
plan with favor. 

It is pointed out here, in connection 
with the project, to refer the matter to 
The Hague tribunal that in some phases 
the disputes will not admit of arbitra- 
tion. Such is the case, for instance, 
where attacks: of British and German 
subjects and the German legation at Cara- 
cas, and arrests of consular officers, have 


made the Venezuelan offense equivalent 
to attacks on the national honor of the 
allies, and as such to be atoned fér only 
by an ample apology. The Hague tribu- 
nal could not arbitrate such issues, but it 
is pointed out at the state department 
that the claims are divisible and that if 
President Castro chooses to render the 
necessary apologies the remaining ques- 
tions can properly go to The Hague.

Berlin, December 19.—The answer of 
Germany to the arbitration proposal in 
behalf of Venezuela, received through the 
United States government, is its accept- 
ance. The deiivery of this reply to the 
United States for transmission to Minis- 
ter Bowen is delayed for a day or two 
for tactical reasons, probably through 
the expectation that another solution may 
be found, possibly by President Castro 
yielding. 

Four days ago the idea of the German 
government was in favor of rejecting ar- 
bitration, and that is understood here to 
have been the temper of the British for- 
eign office. While it is impossible 10 
trace the steps that led to a reversal of 
this view, it appears that the state of 
public opinion in the United States, so 
far as Germany is concerned,. produced 
a revision of the first idea, 

A semi-official statement in The Nord 
Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung says: 

“A local paper ‘Aas published a cable- 
Sram from New York, saying: ‘The 
greatest excitement prevails here. The 
entire press holds Germany to be re- 
sponsible for the present situation. Ger- 
many is attacked in hostile articles, while 
Great Britain is praised. The newspapers 
insist that Germany intends to acquire 
coloniesi n Venezuela and Brazil.’ We

Answer of Great Britain. 

London, December 19.—Great Britain has 
Sent a reply to tne- United States in re- 
Sard to the suggestion that the Venezue- 
lan question should be submitted to arbi- 
tration. The tenor of the reply, it 1s ex- 
pected here, will tend to bring about some 
arrangement for a satisfactory solution 
while thoroughly safe-guarding the inter- 
ests of the powers concerned.

Wounded at Philadelphia 


Rejected Lover in Disguise Ap 
proached Woman and Shot Her 
as She Stood on Crowded 
Street—Victim Notori- 
ous Anarchist.

Le Clevre, a noted anarchist, and a teach-- 
er of languages, was mysteriously shot 
and mortally wounded today by Herman 
Helscher, a former pupil. The woman 
is dying in a hospital and Helscher fs in 
custody. Unrequited love is said to have 
propmted the deed. When arrested Heil- ~ 
scher’s only explanation was the follow- 
ins: 

‘We were sweethearts, she and I. She 
broke my heart and deserved to be killed.” 

Miss Le Cleyre is 36 years of age and 
her assailant is 4 The shooting @c- 
curred on the street in broad daylight, 
ard was witnessed by a score of persons. 

Miss Le Cleyre was standing at a street 
corner awaiting a car. Helscher, who 
had disguised himself by means of a 
false moustache, approached her from 
the rear, and accoeted her. 
the same moment he arew a revolver from 
his pocket and pointed it at the woman, 
who turned and attemped to Tun away. 
She had gone only a few steps when 
Helscher began firing upon her, After 
discharging five shots at the fleeing wom- 
an. three of which took effect, he placed 
the pistol in his pocket and started to 
walk away. He made no effort to 
cape, and was immediately arrested. 

Miss Le Cleyre ran a short distance and 
then sank exhausted upon a door step. 
She was carried into the house and from 
there removed to a hospital,’ In @ state- 
ment to a magistrate she denied acquaint- 
ance with Helscher, but when he, was 
brought before her minus the false mus- 
tache she at once recognized him. She 
declined, however, to accuse him of hav- 
ing shot her, but asked the police ff he 
had admitted it. Neither would she state 
the ndture of her relations with Hel~ 


acher. 

Two bullets took effect in the woman's 
right side, below the shoulder, and an- 
other embedded itself in the Tight side 
of the chest. The physicians hold out no 
hope for her recovery. _ eR Ss ie

Norfolk. Va., December 19.—During a 
high wind that prevailed off the Virginia 
capes last Tuesday the oyster schooner 
ilfiih.

Cuban Aeciprocty Must 
Ratified by End of January, 


American Imports— Some of 
the Items in the Schedule 
on Which Reductions 
Are Made. 


Washington, December 19.—The friends 
of the reciprocity treaty recently nego- 


Cuba have been assured by members of 
the senate committee on foreign relations 


commitee as soon as practicable after the 
Christmas holidays. There were sevéral 
conferences on the subject at the capitol 
today, which resulted in this understand- 
ing. The terms of the treaty require that 
it shall be ratified before the 3st day of 
January. 

Tne treaty makes nore liberal provision 
for the importation vr American articles 
into the republic of Cuba than has been 
stated heretofore, there being provision 
for reductions in some cases of as much 
as 40 per cent; in others of 30 per cent, 
and in still other of 2% per cent. On all 
' American grown or American made arti- 

cles, except tobacco, imported into Cuba 
j}and not specified in the %, 30 and 4 per 
cent classes there is to be a uniform 
tariff reduction of 2v per cent. In re- 
turn the United States agrees to a uniform 
reduction of 20 per cent, without excep- 
tion; on all importations from Cuba. The 
‘new island republic does not agree.to. any 
reduction on\tobacco grown in the United 
States or in the territory of any of its 
possessions and imported into Cuba. 

The produéts of the United States which 
are to We admited into Cuba at a reduc- 
tion of 25 per cent from the rates of the 
existing Cuban tariff include pottery, salt 
fish, copper-made machinery, cast and 
wrought iron and steel and articles manu- 
factured of them, glass, cotton and some 
cotton goods, ships and boats, whisky and 
brandy. 

The 30 per cent reduction includes cut- 
lery, shoes, plated ware, drawings, pho- 
tographs, engravings, etc., materials used 
in making labels and bands, for tobacco, 
common goaps, preserved vegetables, but- 
ten, drugs, bottled beer, etc., mineral wa- 
ters, articles made of hemp and kindred 
fibers, musical’ instruments and writing 
and printing paper.

‘Addition of Three New Justices, 
tice Carter Sustained by 
New Members of 
the Court. 


Tallahassee, ‘Fla., December 1—(Spe 
cilalj—The WBilerida sgopreme court this 
afternoon rendered a decision which pos- 
sesses Many points of unusual interest, 
especially in Plerida, ~where it sets a pre- 


cedent for a practice which seems to be 


growing in favor among attorneys. 
On December 1 the membership of the 
supreme court was increased from taree 


to six justices, the new members being- 


Justice Maxwell, Shackleford and Cock- 
rell. The old members are Chief Justice 
Taylor and Justices Mabry and Carter. 
The case pow. attracting interest is ex 
parte C. M. Cox, and ft is the second case 
in which the court has rendered an opin- 
jon and entered an order directly the 
opposite of what would have been of 
dered had tne matter been presented to 
the court so short a time as tareé weeks 
ago—before the new justices entered up- 
on their services. 

Mr. Cox is an attarney of DeFuniak 
Springs, Fla., who was recently arrested 
for practicing law in DeFuniak without 
obtaining a municipal Mcense, and given 
the alternative of a fine or a sentence. 
Mr. Cox declined to pay the Nne, and 
questioned the validity of the municipal 
government in DeFuniak, and applied to 
the supreme court for a writ of habeas 
corpus to relieye him from the sentence. 
The application was,heard by Mr. Jus- 
tice Carter. who declined to grant the 
writ, and femandéd Mr. Cok to the cus- 
tody of themarshal of DeFuniak.

Several Speeches Aguinst the Bill by 
Southern Members and Adam- 
son of Georgia Moved to 
Strike Out the Enact- 

ing Clause. | 


Washington, December 19.—The house 
teday passed the pure food bill by a vote 
of 72 to 21. There was not a quorum 
present, but the point was not raised by 
the opponents of the measure. 

The speakers today were Messrs. Rich- 
ardson, of Alabama; Hepburn, of Iowa; 
Gaines ,of Tennesgee, and Schirm, of 
Maryland, for the measure, and Mr. Cand- 
ler, of Mississippi, against it. 

As soon as the first section of the bill 
was read for amendment under the five 
minute rule, Mr. Adamson, of Georgia, 
moved to strike out the enacting clause, 
His motion was defeated 12 to 53. 


Provisions of Bill. 

The bill inhibits the introduction into 
any state or territory or the District of 
Columbia from any other state or terri- 
tory or the District of Columbia or from 
any foreign country or to the shipment to 
any foreign country, of any article of 
food or drug whica is adulterated or mis- 
branded. The above inhibition is made 
to apply to any one shipping, delivering 
or receiving within the regions named 
any such goods so adulterated. Adul- 
terations in the bill are defined as fol- 
lows: 

In the case of drugs, if sold under a 
name recognized in the United States 
pharmacopoeia and the drug differs from 
the standards of strength, quality or 
purity, as determined by the test laid 
down in such pharmacopoeia at the time 
of investigation, so that its strength or 
purity falis below the professed standard 
under which it is sold; if it be an imita- 
tion of, or offered for sale under the 
name of another article, and in the case 
of a cunfectionery, if # contains terra, 
alba, barytes, talc, chromeyellow or other 
mineral substances; or poisonous colors 
or flavors. In the case of foods, when 
any substance is mixed with it so as to 
lower or injuriously affect it quality or 
strength so that such product when of- 
fered for sale shall tend to deceive the 
ipurcnaser. 

If any substance or substances has been 
substituted so that the product when sold 
shall tend to deceive the purchaser, if any 
valuable constituent of an article has 
been wholly or in part abstracted. If 
it be an imitation offered for sale under 
the distinctive name of another article. 

If it be mixed, colored, powdered or 
stained in a manner whereby damage or 
inferiority is concealed, If it contain any 
added or poisonous ingredient which may 
render suca article injurious to health, _ 

If it is falsely labeled as a foreign 
product or imitation of another substance 
of a previously established name, which 
has been trude marked or patented. If it 
consists in whole or in part of a filthy, 
decomposed or putrid anima] or vegetable 
substance or any portion of animal unfit 
for food, or if it is the product of a dis- 
eased anima] or one that has died other- 
wise than by slaughter. 

Liable to Confiscation. 

The last section of the bill provides that 
any article of food or drug that, is adul- 
terated or misbranded within the mean- 
ing of this bill, and is transported, or be- 
ing transported from one state to an- 
other for sale, or if it be sold in the 
District of Columbia or the territories 
or if it be imported from a foreign coun- 
try, shall be liable to confiscation by a 
process of libel for condemnation in the 
United States courts. Such goods, it is 
also provided, shall not be sold in any 
state contrary to tne laws thereof. 

The house adjourned at 3:30 p. m. 


LYNCH INDICTED FOR TREASON 


Trishman Must Stand Trial for Aid- 
ing the Boers. 

London, December 19.—The grand jurv 
summoned to consider the indictment of 
Colonel Arthur Lynch, member of par- 
liament for Galway, who was arrested 
June 11 on the charge of high treason in 
connection with the part he took in the 
South African war, where he was alleged 
to have commanded the Irish brigade, 
returned a true bill today against the de- 
fendant. Lord Chief Justice Baron Al- 
verstone, in charging the jury, remarked 
that it was sixty-two years since a grand 
jury had to deal with such a charge, 
which was the highest crime known in 
law. 

Colonel Lynch's trial at the bar is ex- 
pected to begin January 2.

Walthour and Leander Con- 
fident—Jack Prince Writes 
Letter.

Leander, with his pacemaker, Bobby 
Thomson, was expected on train No. 37 
from Baltimore yesterday afternoon, and 
the large delegation of riders and lovers 
of the sport who met the train were dis- 
appointea when the six-day cnampion aid 
not show up. He wiil arrive im the cily 
toaqay, however, and will begin training 
immediately on the Atlanta track. 

Walthour and his pacemaker, Gussie 
Lawson, have been training in the gym- 
nasium during the past week, but today 
will begin regular practice om the track 
at the Coliseum. 

Jack Prince, the promoter of the race, 
has arranged to have 2 grand parade oi 
the riders on Christmas eve day. 

Jack Prince has written the following 
open letter to the public defending the 
stand which he took last April in regard 
to the race between Leander and Wal- 
thour. in which Leander refused to. finish 
the race. and after which Prince was ac- 
cused of having treated Leander unfair- 
ly in not permitting him to again ride on 
an Atlanta track: 

Statement by Prince. 

“Sporting Editor, The Constitution: In 
regard to the coming match race between 
George Leander and Walthour, I think in 
justice to the patrons of the Coliseum 
and myself it is necessary for a little 
public explanation. ‘Therefore | write the 
following open leter to the public: 

“Last April Leander rode a match race 
against Walthour, best two in three, oa 
mile heats; Leander won. ‘wo weeks 
later { put on another race between the 
same two riders, and when they met in 
the. tinal, after going 3 miles~-Walthour 
by faster riding drew away Ir Lean- 
der and was slowly but sure.y feating 
him. On entering the last mile, Walthour 
was at least halt a lap in the lead, when 
all of a sudden Leander sat upright in 
his saddle and stopped, allowing Walthour 
to ride out the remaining distance alone, 
not even making a struggle to the finish. 

‘Leander said he thought his tire was 
punctured, also that his motor was not 
fast enough. I had his tire examined by 
tye referee at once, and found it was not 
punctured, Then I sent his motor a trial, 
and it proved to be fast enough. I stated 
to the audience that I thought Leander’s 
actions for sitting up was very unsports- 
manlike and unjust, both to, the patrons 
of the races and the promoter, and that 
until [ &ad placed the matter before Mr. 
Batchelor, the chairman of the racing 
board, in New York city, to hear his decis- 
ion on the subject. I would not consent 
fo auow Mr. Leander another race in 
this city. 

“While on my visit to New York last 
week I placed the matter before the board 
of control. I stated to the chairman that 
smce this happened last spring I had 
seen Leander ip some good hard races 
this last summer, and he went through 
them all to a finjsh. I had also talked 
the matter over carefully with Leander, 
and he wished he had gone through the 
race last April to a finish, win or lose, 
and he asked me to give him another 
chance at Walthour. So, all things con- 
sidered, [ decided to make the present 
match, and signed him to race Walthour 
On Christmas day. 

“And as long as J hold the full rghts 
and franchise for all cycle racing in At- 
lanta. both professional and amateur, 
there will be nothing but the best that 
can possibly be put on. When the patrons 
of the Coliseum pay their money to see 
the races, they want to see the riders g0 
to a finish. and not stop before the race 
is over, without any cause, and it is my 
duty as a promoter to try and satisfy 
the patrons of the sport and give them 
all I can for their monev. 

‘All I ask for is a square deal and the 
best man to win everv time, and ] don’t 
intend to let anyone kill my game that T 
have spent so much on and worked so 
hard to place on top. I made an offer to

Noe Lincoln’s Magnanimity. 
oes it ap 
pear that the masses of 
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the northern people had attained the con- 
clusion that uniimited negro suffrage 
would be either saiutary or right. Wide- 
ly varying indeed in the two sections was 
the importance of the question. In the 
south there was one negro of voting age 
to two white men. In tne north the pro- 
portion was eighty-four white to one ne- 
gro. Notwithstanding the inappreciable 
numbers of tne negro in the northern 
states, the constitutions of all but six 
had the word “white” as a qualification 
to manhood suffrage. A few illustrations 
will show the strong prevalence of the 
opinion that this™was essential. In 1868 
the people of Michigan attempted to 
change the constitution. A distinct issue 
on tae question of negro suffrage was 
made between the two parties, and at the 
April election the constitution was re- 
jected by a majority of forty thousand 
votes. In 1867 the people of New York 
assembled in convention at Albany. The 
laws of the state had attached a proper- 
ty qualification to the right of suffrage 
by negroes. It was insisted that the dis- 
crimination should be abolisaed, and the 
vote on this question was taken Novem- 
ber 2, 1869. Again by a@ majority of forty 
thousand the people refused to change 
the constitution in this respect. The ac- 
tion of many other northern states might 
be cited. to demonstrate the existence of a 
strong public opinion against unlimited 
negro suffrage. Certain it is that it 
formed no part of Mr. Lincoln's plan for 
the restoration of tae union. nda yet 
how ennobling the generosity, how benev- 
olent the love. of Abraham Lincoln for 
his fellow men. In the history of those 
terrible days the majesty of his benignant 
face is lifted above the clouds of human 
passion taat rolled around his constant 
breast, and his rugged features are light- 
ed with a radiance which passeth not 
away. With the concurring opinions of 
such men as Abraham Lincoln and Alex- 
ander H. Stephens, and but for the in- 
tense political passions of the period, and 
tne mistakes of leading men north and 
south a restricted form of negro suf- 
frage in all the country would soon have 
admitted the superior individuals:-of that 
race to the elective franchise and would 
have spared the southern states an im- 
movable provincialism in matters politi- 
cal which may well be regarded as the 
greatest menace of our country’s future. 


The speaker went on to show how Presi- 
dent Andrew Johnson consistently car- 


ried out the plans and wishes of his la-- 


mented predecessor as to reconstruction, 
continuing: 


The South’s Noble Leadership. 


In a period remarkably’ short the south- 
ern state governments were reorganized, 
their legislatures were enacting laws, 
governors were elected, judges appointed, 
the courts were in Session and senators 
and representatives to the national con- 
gress were chosen. No one who knew 
the men chosen. for officials and repre- 
sentatives of the new southern govern- 
ments could hesitate in the opinion that 
they were among the most enlightened 
of that time. It has been objected by one 
of their detractors that the southern’ peo- 
ple sent to these conventions men who 

ad been high in rank in the confederate 
armies. That confederate soldiers were 
selected for southern conventions will 
not be surprising when it is reflected 
that practically every able-bodied man 
in the south had borne arms in the great 
struggle. It was said, I believe by Mr. 
Greely, that for its soldiers the confed- 
erate government had robbed the cradle 
and the grave. Nor is it surprising that 
the force and decision of character and 
imperturbability of judgment by which 
individuals won high rank in the south- 
ern armies, peculiarly fitted the same 
men for résponsible duties in political 
bodies. The same writer has pointed out 
the impropriety with which such dele- 
gates attended the conventions of their 
respective states while clothed in the 
uniform of the rank they lately held in 
the “rebel” army. A change of costume 
would no doubt have been appropriate, 
no doubt was desired, but when one has 
but one coat he is obliged to wear it. 
Few. ig any, will now question that these 
men belonged to as high a class of 
statesmanship and public virtue as the 
south has ever produced, With an exer- 
opular diser¢tion which may 
well be deemed exquisite, they were S8e- 
lected with great regard to conservatism 
of record.. Many of them had been reso- 
lute opponents of secession, and had cast 
their rep Bayer rye a eweethar oe i 

encé on o that overp , 
oeras to the state which against his 
every Ynelination had controlled the ac- 
tion of Robert Edward Lee, and which. 
by most southern men of elevation of 
character, was at that time regarded as 
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brew unquestionable dictate of principle 


and honor. 

If I should call the gilded roll selected 
by my own state, the superiority of the 
new governments would plainly appear. 
The governor was Charles J. Jenkins, 
pan ex-justice of the supreme court, who 

been offered the sition of secre- 
tary of the interior under President Fill- 
more, and who had been named as candi- 
date for vice president with Daniel Web- 
ster. In receht days Georgia has named 
two of her illustrious sons for statues 
in the American Valhalla, the old hall of 
representatives in the capitol at Wash- 
Ington. One of these, Alexander Hamil- 
ton Stephens, who, though vice president 
of the confederacy, to the last had strug- 
gled to assuage the fires of passion in the 
angry breasts of his countrymen, and to 
dissuade them from the madness of 2e- 
cession. He was elected as one of the 
senators from Georgia, 

When the Charleston convention of 1860 
was disrupted, a sowthern man of com- 
manding position, and unflinching devo- 


tion to the union, was sought as a candi- 
date for vice president on the ticket with 
Stephen A. Douglass. Herschel V. John- 
son, of Georgia, was selected/ For his 
powers as a _, orator and statesman 
and in nobility of character it will be 


disputed whether the state has ever pro- 
duced his superior. [ have known manv 
elderly citizens of my state who believed 
that but for a ruthless trick the com- 
manding and classic eloquence of that 
great vatriot would have mastered and 
swayed the Georgia convention against 
the ordinance of secession and made the 
union-loving principles of the masses of 
its people triumphant. This noble Geor- 
gian was elected by the new leetslature 
to be United States senator with Alex- 
ander H. Stephens. 

Bw selecting such meh as their repre- 
sentatives the southern people gave evi- 
dence that with them the war was over 
and that their reconciliation was com- 
plete. Nor were the péonle of the north 
behind them inv this feeling. The first 
acts of the provisional governments were 
regarded with the friendliest interest. 
and the apparent success of his recon- 
struction measures won a high degree of 
popularity for the president. 


Constitutional Protection. 


Judge Speer next adverted to the un- 
fortunate legislation ssed by many 
southern states with a view to spare that 


age, which went so far that it reacted 
upon the south through retaliatory meas- 
ures by congress. He then gave the in- 
Side history of the reconstruction laws 
pushed to passage by Thaddeus Stevens 
and ‘his radical colleagues, and in de- 
scribing the final succor of the south by 
the United States supreme court, said: 

“Three years had paged. The state 
of Texas had appealed to the original 
jurisdiction of that court, in a case 
which involved the precise propositiun 
On which the reconstruction legislation 
was based, namely, that the seceding 
and conqueted states were dead and no 
longer a part of the union, and the su- 
preme court of the United States de- 
clared through Chief Justice Chase: 
‘The constitution in all its provisions 
looks to an indestructible union, com- 
posed of indestructible states. The or- 
dinances of secession were utterly with- 
out operation in law. It certainly fol- 
lows that the state aid not éGease to be 
a state, nor her citizens to be citizens of 
the union. If this Were otherwise. and 
her citizens foreigners, the war must 
have ceased to be a war for the suppres- 
Sion of rebellion, and must have become 
a war for conquest and subjugation.’ 

“From that state! and impressive 

eclaration of the indestructibility of 
he American union, in all the years 
since then, even by a hairsbreadth, that 
august tribunal has never departed, and 
the Hon. George F. Hoar, in recent years 
eulogizging the supreme court to the Vir- 
ginia State Bar Association, said: 

‘Tl have spoken in behalf of a tribunal 
whose judgments upon the greatest ques- 
tions with which it has ever had to 
deal have overrun, baffled and brought 
to naught the potiey in regard to the 
great matter of reconstruction of the 
party to which I myself belone and the 
school of politics in which I have been 
trained.’ The reconstruction law, in the 
language of General Garfield, ‘was writ- 
ten with a stee] pen made out of a bay- 
onet.” As passed it providea that when 
the people of any of the insurrectionary 
states should have adopted a constitu- 
tion passed by a convention of delegates 
chosen by male d¢itizens of whatever 
race, color or previous condition,. and 
when such constitution shall provide 
that the elective franchise shal] be en- 
joyed by all such persons as have the 
qualifications herein stated for the elet- 
tion of delegates said state shall Le de- 
clared entitled to representation in con» 
gress.

It prescribed universal 
suffrage tor the black as well as the 
white man, not merely in the forma- 
tion of the new state constitutions, but 
as a enduring part of those inctru- 
ments.’ 


Blaine’s High Tribute. 


Tt is unquestionable that Mr. Stevens 
and the great leaders of the union who 
acted with him, -had no conceotion of 
the disasters to the south, the dise~race 
to the country, and the enduring calam- 
ities which this reconstruction legislauon 
would entail. The history of the world 
had previously given no account of an 
assembly of Africans, for the purpose of 
framing a government. Without a prec- 
edent, in fact, it is‘ not sutpeone Aes 
the results of such assemblies in the 
south should have been startlin~ in re- 
sult. The governments of the southern 
states had ever been and are now con- 
ducted with the most scrupulous regard 
for economy and frugality. It cannot 
be said that Mr, Blaine in- any of his 
speeches or writings Was too partial to 
southern statesmen, but in the first vol- 
ume of his “Twenty iears in Congress, 
we find this language: ‘They, constitu ed 
a remarkable body of men. They 
gave deep studv to the

The South’s Spoliation. 

The figutes of the census of 1870 with all 
their nakedness yet eloquently depict the 
conséquent misery of fourteen American 
states. The briefest citations will suffice. 
In 1860 the assessed value of property .in 
Massachusetts was but one hundred and 
seven millions of dollars more than the 
assessed value of property in Georgia. In 
1870 the assessed value of property in 
Massachusetts was more than one-half 
the entire taxable wealth of the fourteen 
southern states. In 1860 the south owned 
44 per cent, or nearly half, the. taxable 
values of the whole country. In 1870 the 
assessed value of property in New York 
and Pennsylvania alone was greater than 
that {in the whole south. South Carolina, 
which in 1860 had been third in wealth 
per capita of its inhabitants, had fallen 
o thirtieth. Georgia had fallen from the 
seventh to the thirty-ninth place, and 
Alabama from the eleventh to the forty- 
fourth. -The “Constitutional History of 
the United States,” by Francis Newton 
Thorpe, states that, excluding the value 
of Slaves, the people of the south in the 
five years of the war had lost in roperty, 
in funds and by the increase oF indebt- 
pdness nearly three thousand million dol- 
ars, and in addition to this they were 
indebted to the merchants of the north 
‘or pang purchased and money borrowed 
for four hundred and eight millions more. 
Their indebtedness exceeded by nearly 
fourteen hundred millions the assessed 
value of all th ty of the confeder- 


ate states in 
greater than the 
ghest point.

S under negro rule has been 
summed up by that brilliant writer, Mr, 
Lecky, in his “Democracy and Liberty,” 
ag a grotesque parody of government, a 
hideous orgy of anarchy, violence, unre- 
strained corruption. undiseuised ostenta- 
tious. insulting robbery, such ag the 
world had scarcely ever seen.” 

The appalling significance of these con- 
ditions is plain to every man who is ca- 
rable of their realization. and it requires 
little imagination and a slender acquaint- 
ance with economic affairs to conceive the 
Gesolation and despair arong the people 
of that vast and prolific territory unsur- 
passed by any on earth in the variety and 
value of its production. « It also recuired 
little knowledge of the Intrepia and res- 
olute Anglo-Saxon population of those 
states, to perceive that these conditiona 
would not last. The recenstruction gov- 
ernments, 48 We have seen, were accom- 
plished in disregard of the constitution. 
This. it is nlain. was revolution. and by 
revolution these governments were over- 
thrown. . 


Present Prosperity. 


Were the material prosperity of a people 
the measure of their happiness, there 
would be nothing in the conditions of 
these southern states of the Americal 
union to arouse the alarm of those whu 
love them. An increase in population 
since the days of reconstruction of 44 per 
cent, in acreage of farms from 233,000,000 
to nearly 400,000,000, a positive increase of 
1,000,000 farms in twenty years, a percent- 
age of 63 for the south as against 42 et 
the whole sountry, an increase in farm 
values for the same period of upwards of 
1,271,000,000, or about 100 per cent, with a 
profit on farm investments of 26 per cent, 
as against 16.2 in the Whole country, in 
cotton manufacturing an increase of 297 
per cent in mills, 669 per cent in capital, 
and 1,024 per cent in spindles, an increa@se 
of railway mileare of 33.512 miles, or 152 
per cent, and other facts equally mar- 
velouws, all mark a phenomenal recuper- 
ation of the south, as significant of the 
abounding resources of that favored land, 
as of the constancy, eneigy and integrity 
of its people. Indeed, southetn men de. 
serve the sympathy and admiration of the 
world for the courage, tenacity and for- 
titude with which they have struggicd 
with penury, the heroism with which they 
have triurhphed over adverse fortunes. 
the swerveless courage with which they 
have marched through ‘he valley and 
shadow of their griefS and sorrows, now 
perchance under the providence of God. 
to rest and rejoice in the green fieids 
and by the still waters of our reunited 


and. 

But. it-:is trie that no people can build 
securely unless the foundations on which 
they build are also secure, and the foun- 
dations of popular government are to be 
found alone in the freedom and purity 
of the ballot, in the equal distribution of 
political power, in the freedom of poiitical 
thought, and in inslependence of political 
action, which can alone free 
thought valuable. 

The history of reconstruction has left 
an indellible impression upon the minds of 
the southern yn The words ‘negro 
domination” can invoke a hideoug specter 
which will not down. That is a spectral 
merely has made little difference. It mat- 
ters not that, in a political sense, we are 
how and have been for years politically 
in as little danger from the negro as we 
are from the subjects of the Iman of Miuis- 
eat or the Ahkound of Swat. Negro dom- 
ination ia the monotonous slogan, and not- 
withstanding the widely varying views of 
our people on the great questions of the 
day, we behold the solid south. 


The “Solid South.” 


In the recent election, by majorities the 
most unequivocal, the policies of the gov- 
ernment have received the approbation of 
the people of every northern and western 
state. But the solid south has been im- 
movable. Of the 125 representatives from 
that homogeneous American popuiativn, 
only four are in apparent sympathy with 
those measures of the | government 
through which the people of the United 
States have attained a plane of prosperity 
unexampled, and the country itself the 
aftitude of a world power, at once 80 
equable and so irresistible that the au- 
thoritative expression of its people's will 
seems to have the force and effect of in- 
ternational law. While this is true, it ts 
also true that multitudes of southern men 
of the most forceful character are in 
full aceord with these policies, I believe 
that a majority of southern men would 
be as little likely to denounce the treaty 
of Paris as the treaty of Guadelupe Hi- 
dalgo, ag unlikely to surrender the Philip- 

ihe archipelago as the prairies of Texas. 
Phe truth is, our reflecting people know 
ihat if the economic policies of the ad- 
ministration were reversed, a wave of 
bankruptcy would overwhelm our every 
interest as completely as the boilirg floods 
from the West Indian crater swept a aoe:

Congressional Apportionment. 


A danger to the welfare of the sou , 
States is the possible reduction ge 
existing number of representatives ayp- 
portioned upon millions of this population 
whose men of voting age are by state 
action denied the suffrage. This may any 
day startle the country as nothing has 
done since the reconstruction era. No 
* ge y of the constitution is here requir- 
ed. majority of the congress, under the 
rovisions of the fourteenth amendment, 
ave the power if they have -the will. 
Thirty-six representatives are apportioned 
to the Southern states upon the basis of 
the black population. Surely anxioug 
thought on a matter so vital is timely 
when it is reflected that in an entire 
State with a population of 557.807 whites 
and 782,321 blacks, in electing seven con- 
gressmen there were cast in the last elec- 
tion only 741 votes in opposition to the 
prevailing party. But no measure, how- 
ever stringent, will be effective for good 
government or stable preaperity if it en- 
genders the universal hostility of a reso- 
lute people. his will be inevitable from 
a reduction of our representation. We 
may trust that this may not be attempte.! 
But it is, at least, timely to stimulate, 
if we may, profvund politica! thought 
among our people, which may avoid the 
necessity of a measure so drastic and so 
exciting.

Atlante’s Christmas Mail Business Be- 
gan Yesterday in Earnest. 


EXTRA FORCE BEGINS WORK 


Postmaster Blodgett Puts on Wine 
Carriers and Six Olerks—Post- 
office Was Thronged Dur- 
ing the Day with 
Patrons. 


The Christmas mafl business in Atlanta 
began in earnest yesterday and as a re- 
sult the postoffice presented lively, scenes 
of activity.

Five of the clerks 
were installed in the registry department 
and one at station No. 4, Benjamin's 
pharmacy. Additionai carriers and clerks 
will be added during the next few days 
as the crush grows greater. The extra 
force will do duty until December 31. 

A constant stream of people thronged 
the postoffice corridors and = offices 
throughout the day, mailing packages 
and other Christmas mail, and the big 
force of employees was kept on the hus- 
tle. The registry department proved a 
very popular place and was crowded up 
The necessity 
of five additional clerks in that depart- 
ment was well illustrated. Hundreds of 
packages, of various sizes and shapes, 
bound for different sections of the United 
States, mosthy to distant points, were 
registered and sent on their way to carry 
Christmas cheer to expectant hearts. 

Postmaster Blodgett stated yesterday 
afternoon that he expects the height of 
the business, as to outgoing mail, to be 
reached Monday, by which time thou- 
sands of pieces of Christmas mail will 
no doubt have passed through the post- 
office. Colonel Blodgett expects the crest 
of the incoming business to be reached 
on Christmas day. 

In addition to the postoffice, the yarious 
substations: have also begun to fee] the 
effects of the holiday mail. From now 
unti] the crush is over every department 
and feature of the postoffice will have its 
hafids full.and the office will resolve it- 
self into one. of the busiest centers in the 
whole city. 

The need of enlarged quarters will be 
demonstrated to.the fullest within the 
next week, and could congress but take 
a peep on the scene to be witnessed there, 
it is very probable that a new postoffice 
building would be coming for Atlanta 
with just as little delay as possible.

FOR EASY MONEY 
Georgian Introduces Bill To 
Amend Currency Laws, 


Should the Méasure Become a Law 
An Emergency Currency Will 
Be Provided to Tide Over 
Temporary Financial 
stringencies.

Washington, December 19.—(Special.)— 
An emergency currency for the purpose 
of tiding over temporary money strin- 
gencies in different sections of the coun- 
try will be provided for if the bill which 
has been introduced by Representative 
Lewis, of Georgia, becomes a law. 

Mr. Lewis, who is a banker himself, is 
One of the active democratic members of 
the house committee on banking and cur- 
rency. This committee has since the 
opening of the present congress devotea 
considerable time to the consideration of 
currency legislation. A number of dif- 
ferent plans have been under considera- 
tion, some of them exceedingly radical in 
their provisions, involving, as they do, a 
complete change in the currency system. 
Mr. Lewis has taken a stand against these 
extreme and radical propositions, al- 
though they have the backing of strong 
interests. His idea is that it is better to 
take one step at a time in this, as in 
other important matters of ‘legislation, 
and that the one great need in the present 
currency system is provision for an 
emergency currency. 

Money to Move Crops. 

The term really explains itself. What 
he particularly seeks to provide against 
is the inability. of the great agricultural 
sections to secure the needed money to 
move their crops. As everybody in the 
south Knows, there are times in the year 
when the business interests require more 
currency than at other times, and if, as 
sometimes happens, there is a stringency 
in the money market at the money centers 
just at this particular time, the results 
are very burdensome not only to thé pro- 
ducers of the south, who in the end have 
to bear the chief burden, but to all of the 
allied business interests. * 

It has been demonstrated that at times 
of money stringency panic can be averted 
by the issuance of clearing house certifi- 
cates. If this can be done by means of 
such certificates far better results could 
be secured, in the opinion of Mr. Lewis, 
by authorizing the national banks to is- 
Sue special currency to tide over crises. 

The bill which he has introduced pro- 
vides that when it is deemed wise and 
expedient the comptroller of the currency 
may, under the direction of the secretary 
of the treasury, issue to national bank- 
ing associations circulating notes to an 
amount not exceeding 25 percentum of the 
paid up capital and surplus of each bank 
in addition to the amount of circulation 
now authorized by law. Before’ these 
notes are issued each bank shall furnish 
to the comptroller of the currency a re- 
port giving a full and complete statement 
of the condition of the bank as prescribed 
by existing laws. , 

First Lien Upon Assets. 

The emergency circulation to be issued 
under the provisions of this bill shall con- 
stitute a first lien upon all the assets of 
the bank. 

Each bank 1ssning notes as provided for 
in this bill shall keep in lawful money 
with the treasurer of the United States a 
sum equal to 5 per cent of its circulation, 
which sum shall] be counted as a part of 
the bank’s lawful reserve to be held and 
used for the redemption of such circula- 
tion. Bach bank taking out this emer- 
gency circulation shall pay a tax of 4 
per cent per annum upon the amount of 
its notes taken out under this bill. The 
proceeds arising from this tax are to be 
covered into the treasury as a miscellane- 
ous receipt and held for the redemption 
of all notes as prescribed in the national 
bank act. 

The circulating notes comprising this 
emergency currency -are not to differ in 
color or design from the national bank 
currency. 

In regard to the retirement of this 
emergency currency, Mr. Lewis’ bill pro- 
vides that any bank desiring to retire its 
circulating notes, issued under the pro- 
visions of this bill, in whole or in part, 
may, upon the deposit of lawful money 
with the treasurer of the United States 
in sums equal to the amount of the cir- 
culating notes desired withdrawn, retire 
such circulation; provided, however, that 
the entire circulation taken out in ac- 
cordance with this bill shall not remain 
outstanding for a longer period than 
twelve months. The comptr ser of the 
currency is given the discretion to call 
for the retirement of this circulation at 
any time. 

Mr. Lewis Explains His Bill. 

“Tt do not pretend to be able to cure 
all of the currency ills that one hears 
talked of by the curréncy experts,’’ said 
Mr. Lewis in discussing his measure, ‘‘for 
I do not pretend to be an expert. I 
think, however, that I understand the 
business needs of the country and after 
a thorough consideration of the <@fferent 
plans which have been presented to our 
committee, I have come to the conclu- 
sion that by providing for an emergency 
currency we can come nearer correcting 
the real ills than we possibly could in 
any other way. 

“The trouble with us is not so much a 
lack in the total volume of currency as 


it is in conditions which permit of con- ,

main trouble with us is that we are at 
all times subject to over-trading which 
produces an abnormal demand for money 
in some points and this, in turn, develops 
into money depressions and money panics. 
The plan covered by my bill looks to the 
adjustment of these troubles whenever 
and wherever they may appear. I believe 
it will make money cheaper and the rate 
more uniform in all parts of the United 
States, which seem to me the ends to- 
ward which our currency should aim. 
Under this plan @ heavy local demand or 
a great depression existing in one part 
of the country need not extend beyond its 
immediate environment. Today we hear 
reports of a money depression in New 
York caused by over-trading and what 
might be termed abnormal investments 
in the commercial trusts of the coun- 
try. Things are comparatively easy in 
the west and the south because the 
banks in those sections have a good deal 
more money deposited in New York than

“The national banks of the United 
Statss have a capital and surplus in round 
numbers of $1,200,000,000. My idea is to 
let them issue whenever it is deemed néc- 
eesary~—under proper restrictions, of 
course—25 per cent of this capital ang re- 
serve. The tax upon this circulation and 
the other expenses incurred in connection 
with its issue would prevent its being, is- 
sued for purposes of profit, but it woul 
place in the hands of the banks the pow- 
er, which they do not now have, of meet- 
ing business emergencies in the sections 
where the banxs do business. This means, 
ouf course, eaéh bank ‘cang for itself. It 
would be possible in the case of a gen- 
eral panic for the banks of the country 
to issue a total emergency currency of 
$300,000,000. It is not presumed that such 
a general issue would at any time be nec- 
essary, but there might come a time, for 
instance, when the money stringency at 
the money centers of the north would 
make it advisable for southern banks to 
increase their currency supply in order 
to maintain a normal condition of busi- 
ness. It is for the purpose of meeting 
such exigencies that my bill has been in- 
troduced. It is to the interests of the 
banks always to prevent business depres- 
sions and panic. This emergency curren- 
cy would enable them to perform this 
service to the communities where they do 
business, while at the same time the cost 
of issue, as I have explained, .would pre- 
vent the banks taking advantage of this 
act for ordinary business transactions.
